wounded 


and prisoners. .The Russians showed 
every whit of the bravery of the .laps 
but, they were out-numbered and out- 
mahcuvcred. 
They stood by their 


Ktms until bayoneted by their ene- 
mies, and they made the victory of 
the Islanders a costly one.

Junction of Jap Armies 


The Issue of the third day's light Is 


not yet known. It began at daylight, 
with an artillery duel, and an a-.l- 
vanco all along the line of the Japa- 
nese front. The last dispatch receiv- 
ed here says that In addition to the 
frontal attack the Russians were also 
attacked on the left Hank, which is 
taken to mean that a Junction of the 
armies of General Kurukl and Gener- 
al Nodza had been effected. 


If such Is the case. General Kuro- 


paikln's whole force Is at the mercy 
of Ills foe. and will either be cut to 
pieces and driven Into a retreat or 
captured. The weight of artillery was

Would Give Japs Manchuria 


The defeat of General Knropatkin

Toklo, June 2.1.—A dispatch r«>rolv. 


wl here slates that the Port Arthur 
naval tlKhl was ihe result of a dash 
for the south by sixteen Uusslan war- 
ships on Thursday night The escap- 
ing ships were discovered by the lap- 
nnese pntrophont and Admiral TOKO 
was warned by n wireless message 
Togo advanced with the entire fleet 
The Russians slopped outside the liar- 
bor entrance after nightfall and the 
fleet of Japanese destroyers attacked 
torpedoing and sinking a battleship 
of the tVrecvlst type anil disabling 
the battleship Sevastopol. 
A cruiser 


of the Nlana type was tmvod into the 
harbor Friday morning, evidently bad- 
ly damaged. The Japanese tdilps sus- 
tained little or no damage, though tin; 


Japanese troops which landed at Tnh- 
iiHhan surprised a squadron of Rus- 
sian cavalry June HIM near Suntaopu 
and routed them. They also occupied 
the heights north of Santaopu expell- 
ing the enemy. The Russians left six- 
ty dead on the battlefield. 


More Fighting 


Clio Foo, June 25.—It Is 
reported 


here that a Japanese torpedo boat, 
which had been sent In by Admiral 
Togo to sound the Port Arthur chan- 
nel preparatory to another attempt to 
send In flreshipii to block It. had been 
sunk by the lire from the forts. 


Others of the llotllla made their es- 


cape under a heavy lire from the Jap- 
anese battleships. No news has reach- 
ed hero for several days as to 
the 


movements on the land side of Port 
Arthur. 


Vessels passing the ICwnn Tung pe- 


ninsula, however, declare that the fir- 
ing of heavy guns Is continuous, and

SERVICE. 


The United States Post Oluce De- 


partment has for nearly a year past 
been constantly under lire from guns 
of largo calibre, loud noise and con- 
siderable execution. 
In the old-fash- 


ioned bombardments of cities, broach- 
es were made in tin; walls through 
which tho enemy might llud entrance 
and through which at least the op- 
orations of the people within could 
be observed. Now-fashioned guns car- 
ry further and hit harder. The mod- 
ern shell llred from a distance of fif- 
teen miles, .striking In the heart of a 
city, would probably reduce every- 
thing contained on a snuare mile of 
ground to Impalpable atoms. 
. The effects of the bombardments of 
tho Post Office Department have not 
been to aunllilllate It. 
But serious 


breaches havo been made ami the 
Sentry has obtained a view of things 
going on within which carry convic- 
tion that there are many faults In 
this boasted system.

ectly thereby and directly by other 
means. Is • the money order system 
This business, which Is no part of tins 
original post olMce plan, Is growing 
HO vast and developing so many do 
fects that earnest efforts, are being 
made to devise an acceptable subsll 
tuto for at least the smaller denoniln 
atlons.

admittedly complicated anil cumber 
Borne of Jjho people. Tin; process of 
procuring at. Hn; Post Office a money 
order, with all tho red tape surround- 
ing that process, has /long been a 
cause of complaint to patrons.

Office De 
partment show that tho nscortalnabb 
expenditures for money order busl 
ness by the Departmont exceed the, 
receipts therefrom by more than $r>00, 
00 uer nnffuni.

The most unprofitable feature ol
